U.S. News Dispatches 
From Spain Prohibited 


Madrid, Nov. 15 (AP)—All Amer­ 
ican correspondents in Spain were 
forbidden today to send out news 
dispatches beginning next Monday 
in reprisal for w hat officials said was 
American refusal to allow the Span­ 
ish official news agency E.F.E. to 
operate in the United States. 
(E.F.E. pronounced "ayfay," is the 
foreign service of the official news 
agency E.F.E.-Cifra.) 
The ban embraces the Associated 
Press, the United Press, the New 
York Times, and the Chicago T rib­ 
une. 
The above newspapers and agen­ 
cies mentioned are those with reg­ 
ular offices and staff correspondents 
in Madrid. 
The reason given was th a t the 
United States government had re­ 
fused entrance visas for correspond­ 
ents of the Spanish agency E.F.E. 
which the agency had planned to 
send to America and th a t E.FE 
had been refused permission to set 
up an office in the United States. 
It had been proposed to send as 
E.F.E. correspondent to the United 
States Jose Antonio Jim inez Arnau. 
brother of the director general of the 
Spanish government press bureau. 
Enrique Jim inez Arnau. 
No further details were given. 
There was no indication th a t Amer­ 
ican correspondents would be oblig­ 
ed to leave the country.

FAME IS THE SPI R,” by Howard Spring (Viking; 
$2.75). 
A 
HUNDRED and thirty thousand people must 
“ 
represent enough of the public to guarantee a 
mere novel, and according to the publisher he has 
printed that number of Howard Springs latest. 
This before publication—and necessarily before cir­ 
culation. 
What the army for whom these copies are destined 
will think after they get them is another matter. 
This reader’s first reaction was a sinking of the heart, 
because the book is 726 pages long and as the pages 
are printed this means more than 350,000 words. 
For this or any other reader this is a good deal of 
a chore in the mere reading. 
It means that most of the 350,000 words must be 
live and urgent if one is to get through them in good 
spirit. They must whirl the reader along, as do 
Hemingway’s in his “For Whom the Bell Tolls,” or 
they must be so rich in color and attractiveness, and 
the story so compelling that the reader loses count 
of his chore in the pleasure it gives him. Regretfully, 
this reader must confess that neither of these tilings 
happened to him In fact, he began skipping at page 
125, and the skips were long and athletic, 
Mr. Spring’s great virtue is iiis dogged sincerity. 
You never doubt his faith in J. Hamer Shawcross. 
or Arnold Ryerson, or Ann or the rest ot them. He is 
writing a success story of a sort, and he believes in 
Hamer’s success, and his failures too.

Washington, Nov. 15 (AP)—Ger­ 
many’s expulsion of French-speak­ 
ing residents from France’s 
prov­ 
ince of Lorraine was regarded in 
informed diplomatic quarters here 
as one more step in Chancellor Hit­ 
ler’s plan to absorb that long con­ 
tested borderland in hts "Greater 
Reich.” 
If the French are being replaced 
by Germans from the Ruhr valley 
as reported in informed circles in 
Vichy—it also may mean that per­ 
sistent British bombing 
of 
Ger­ 
many's highly industrialized Ruhr 
valley has been effective to a degree 
not hitherto admitted by Berlin. 
Before I left 
Vichy 
recently it 
was widely reported that the R A F. 
had been making it so “hot” for the 
Ruhr that many 
Germans 
were 
moving across the border and tak­ 
ing over homes of French refugees 
who had not yet returned to the 
occupied region. 
Wholesale expul­ 
sion of French from Lorraine would 
provide more 
homes 
for 
bomb- 
shy Germans from the Ruhr, and 
at the same time enable Hitler to 
‘Germanize’’ Lorraine thoroughly. 
Although 
the 
expatriation 
of 
French from Lorraine 
apparently 
has now assumed grand scale pro­ 
portions, the actual start of this 
German program dates back to the 
days immediately following the fall 
of France. 
Before I left unoccu­ 
pied France at the end of the sum­ 
mer 
between 
20.000 
and 
25,000 
French, expelled from Lorraine, had 
arrived in the vicinity of Lyons. 
All reported they first had been 
notified they could remain in Lor­ 
raine if they became German citi­ 
zens. 
Within a few days, however, 
they were informed that since Lor­ 
raine was to be “rejoined” to the 
reich only people of German blood 
could remain. 
Among the refugees were many 
farmers who said squads of Ger­ 
man soldiers had suddenly appear­ 
ed with orders for their immediate 
removal, forcing the evacuation of 
entire villages and farm communi­ 
ties with only two hours warning.

During these years the Indian river became a popular resort of 
winter tourists from the north and west who would come down to spend 
some time in the enjoyment of the balmy air and warm sunshine of this 
southern climate. Many come to hunt and fish. There was a demand every 
season for boats and the early settlers found it profitable tx) convey 
these parties up and down the river. Budd traded off his "Piccaninny” 
tor a good sized sloop named the “Mary I. Lewis.’’ In this he made a 
number of trips with tourists, still keeping his headquarters at Crusoe. 
While the boys were carrying tile mail Annie and I became interested 
in the country and thinking that wfe might some day wish to go to Florida 
ourselves, I directed the boys to look out a favorable location somewhere 
on the mainland, but fronting the river. This they found at Ankona, 
a settlement about eight miles below Fort Pierce. The river here Is 
bordered for over a mile with a fine bluff of chickeria rock, rising twelve 
or fifteen feet above the water and having a nice hammock of palmettoes, 
ed-bay and other native trees. They purchased a tract of twelve acres 
from Dr. Ankeny with a front on the river of 211 feet, and extending 
back to a fresh water lake in the rear. 
They had one acre cleared 
and prepared for pineapples for which I paid $80.00 and the slips to 
plant it cost $4000 more. I expected the boys to remain here and 
improve it, but George became discontented and left the country to 
wander around as a journeyman printer. Before leaving, however, 
the boys divided the property. The two boats and the Ancona property 
were owned in common. Budd took the boats und George the land. 
This was the state of affairs when Annie and myself made a visit to 
Florida in January, 1888. 
I kept a diary of this journey which will be found among the 
papers I have preserved. We left Woodberry Parsonage, Baltimore, 
January 2, 1888 and returned February 2nd, having been absent one 
month. In the meantime we had travelled on the Atlantic Coastline 
R. R. to Jacksonville, up to the St. Johns river to Sanford, thence to 
Titusville by rail where Budd was waiting for us. It was delightful 
tx) meet our boy whom we had not seen for so many years. We went 
to the Fairbian hotel and stayed over night. The next day January 
4th, we went aboard the “Mary I. Lewis” and sailed for four days 
down the river enjoying the summer-like air and the beautiful semi- 
tropical scenery. 
We arrived on Sunday night in front of Crusoe but 
remained on the boat till tile next morning, when we disembarked 
and took possession of the cottage. The appearance of everything around 
was enchanting. Flowers were blooming, birds singing, the forrest around 
clothed with foliage and all species of vegetation new to us. We seemed 
to be in fairyland so strange and beautiful were the scenes around us. 
We spent thirteen days of unmixed pleasure at Crusoe. Annie and I 
slept upstairs next to the roof, and Budd in the cabin of the boat. 
She cooked the meals on an old rusty cooking stove in the kitchen, 
but the most of our food was canned meats and vegetables, except the 
bread which she baked in a “dutch oven ” The river was full of wild 
ducks, immense Hocks of which, numbering thousands, were in sight 
all the time. Sometimes they swam so neur the shore that Budd could 
shoot them from behind the bushes and furnish the table with game. 
Often we would take the skiff and boat along the shore to look at the 
Mangrose and other peculiar trees that grew near the water. The 
river abounded in fish and with the spreadnet, Budd could furnish us 
with all we wanted While there we would hear the sound, night and 
day of "mighty waters.” The roar was perpetual and rose and fell 
at regular intervals. It was the beating of the surf upon the beach. 
Neither of us had ever seen the ocean though we had listened to the 
sound of it all the way down the river. One morning we got in the 
boat and went down to the trail and walked across, through the scrub 
palmoth to the beach. An elevation close to the shore kept it out of view 
till we stood within fifty feet of the top of this elevation and gazed with 
wonder upon the mighty deep. Tile waves were high, and the great 
breakers one after another came rolling in upon the shore, presenting 
a scene that to our unpracticed eyes, was awful and thrilling to behold. 
Far as the eye could reach there was nothing to be seen but the wide 
w'aste of the troubled sea. This, our first sight of the ocean, was an 
event in life that left a lasting impression on our minds. The days 
silent at Crusoe remained through life a beautiful memory to Annie 
and myself.
